ACCRA, Ghana (AP)—Presi- 
dent Kwame Nkrumah disclosed 
Sunday night that Ghana and 
the African state of Mali are to 
have “a common parliament.” 

A Ghana Government com- 
munique said that Ghana would 
give a long-term loan to. Mali to 
“give concrete expression to the 
cooperation” between the two 
West African nations. 

Returning to Accra from a 
state visit to the Mali Republic, 
north of Ghana, Nkrumah said 
the “common parliament” was 
among items agreed in discus- 
sions he had with President 
Modibo Keita of Mali. 

The communique was issued 
shortly after Nkrumah return- 
ed from the Mali capital of 
Bamako. 

It said the two African lead- 
ers reached agreement on all 
matters discussed. 


The talks “demonstrated a 


complete identity of views and 
a common determination to find 
solutions to the problems facing 
Africa.” 


Nkrumah said the visit had 
convinced him more. than ever 
that African unity “is not mere 
theory.”

Students Tour Russia, 
Find Few Gas Stations 


“The biggest trouble we had 
in Russia was in finding a 
filling station,” said Yukio Haga, 
one of five Tokyo Institute of 
Technology students who re- 
turned home early this month 
from a 15,000-kilometer motor 
tour through western Russia 
and European countries. 


“Russian gas stations or what 
we might call ‘gas ration 
stands,” are located at every 
150 kilometers along Russia's 
highways,” Haga said. “If we 
failed to fill our gas tanks to 
maximum,” he said, “our cars 
ran out of gas while the next 
gas station was still far out 
of sight, and had to be desert- 
ed helplessly on the highway 
until kind Russian motorists 
passing by gave us some of their 
extra gas. 


“All of us were affected with 
“gas neurosies,” Haga said, 


The students, all members of 
the institute’s motoring club, 
motored through Russia and 11 
European countries in three Su- 
baru 420 midget cars and a 
Prince Skyway station wagon, 

The party left Yokohama on 
May 23 aboard the French pas- 
senger liner Vietnam and re- 
turned to the port on Nov. 5 
aboard the same vessel. 

They had mapped out a plan 
to travel across the Siberian 
plain. from East to West when 
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out, however, that the Soviet 
Government did not permit for- 
eign motorists to travel across 
Siberia on the grounds that 
there were not sufficient high- 
ways nor fueling stations. 


A Soviet Embassy official in 
Tokyo suggested they enter the 
Soviet Union from Finland. then 
travel south through Leningrad, 
Moscow, Kharkov and Kiey to 
Romania. 


The suggested route was one 
of the few courses in West Rus- 
sia opened to foreign tourists. 

The students sailed from 
Yokohama with the three mid- 
get cars, some ¥4 million, donat- 
ed by the Fuji Heavy Industries 
Co., and the station wagon, con- 
tributed by the Fuji Precision 
Machinery Co., Ltd. 


Joined in Marseilles by Prof. 
Shigeo Oketani of the institute, 
the party traveled across 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, West Germany, Denmark, 
Sweden and Finland before re- 
aching the Soviet. border, 


The impression they had dur- 
ing their 18-day motor trip of 
Russia was that “the country of 
Sputnik is still a country of 
poor peasants.” Oketani said, 
“We don’t mean to claim that 
We saw everything in Russia 
and we think there may have 
been fine, beautiful farm houses 
out of our sight. But as far as 
we could see on our motor trip, 
all farming houses were shabby 
and farmer swore dirty clothes. 

“People on the streets were 
very kind and their faces were 
not as gloomy as I had expect- 
ed,” Oketani said, “but I don’t 
want to visit the country again.” 

Oketani, an editorial staff 
member of the U.S. Information 
Service magazine Americana, 
said, “I don’t know why, but I 
just didn’t like the atmosphere 
in that country—not because of 
the shortage of consumers’ 
goods or because of the police 
state. 


“As soon as we left the so- 
called Soviet bloc countries such 
as Romania and Hungary and 


entered Austria all of us felt 
somewhat relaxed,” Oketani 
recalled.

Rise of the New Yugoslavia 


DR. FRANC KOS 
Ambassador of Yugoslavia 

Seventeen years ago in the 
midst of the severest condi- 
tions of winter, war and de- 
Sr at the Assembly of 

ational Liberation Council the 
new Yugoslavia was born. Two 
years later on the same day 
the newly elected members of 
Parliament proclaimed the Fed- 
eral People’s Republic of Yu- 
gosiavia. It was a vision of 
this time, after the destruction 
of 60 per cent of the country 
and a 10 per cent loss of the 
population, to build it up from 
a semicolonial status before the 
war and as one of the back- 
ward and underdeveloped coun- 
tries in Europe, to a modern 
industrial and progressive state, 
laying at the same time a 
foundation to build up social- 
ism as a social order based on 
the aspirations of the people 
and on our own conditions. 

Today we can look back 
proudly at our achievements 
and the vision becomes clear, 
as the results are more con- 
crete and the outlines are visi- 
ble taking the shape of reali- 
ty, although still far from com- 
plete realization. 

A few figures may help to 
filustrate the facts. The de- 
velopment of Yugoslav econo- 
my in past years has most 
clearly been reflected in the 
rise of national income, where 
in the period 1957-59 the aver- 
age rate of increase was 13.9 
per cent. It is characteristic 
of the distribution of the na- 
tional income that, In addition 
to a steep rise in personal con- 
sumption expenditures and 
foreign trade, a high rate of 
investment has been maintained, 
The annual increase of personal 


consumption expenditures in 
the period averaged 11.5 per 
eent. Industrial production in- 
creased in this at an 
average 13.6 per cent and 17 
per cent in first seven 
months of 1960. 


Further Increase 
This was made possible by 
a. further increase of produc- 
tivity of labor by about 8 per 
eent. A favorable circumstance 
in the development of indus- 
trial production has been also 
a rise of the export of these 
goods to 19.5 per cent on the 
average. Simuiltanously the 

rate of increase of total 
in 1957-69 was 15 per cent and 
of imports 14 per cent. This

Such improvements have 
been achieved by the introduc- 
tion of modern methods but 
mostly by sociallyowned es- 
tates and cooperatives which 
have a considerable influence 
on the general advancement of 
agriculture through extensive 
cooperation with small private 
farms and by other stimulative 
systems for increased produc-| * 
tion, 


In People's Interest 

All these results would not 
be possible if it were not in 
the interest of our people, if 
they were not allowed to 
manage the factories, or run 
the communities by themselves, 
and if they did not 
them as their affairs, to be 
controlied by themselves. The 
final responsibility of —— 
such responsible bodies 
with the people and it ve 
ly requires active participation 
of @ very _ of the 
population. this way Yu- 
gosiavia is developing a direct 
democracy, from the 
bottom, where everyone feels 
the responsibility to partici 
in running the local, poli 
economic, cultural and other 
affairs. 

Our foreign policy may be 
re as based on our 
torical experience, on our in- 
ternal set uP and on problems 
which sometimes correspond to 
world problems. Our policy is

This policy, often misinter- 
preted, isan independent, 
active policy with the aim of 
maintaining peaceful conditions, 
decreasing world tension and 
actively working for a better 
understanding among peoples

and to laying firm foundations 
for a lasting peace. All out- 
standing international questions 
such as disarmament, colonial- 
ism and the development of 
underdeveloped countries are 
related to the question of 
peace. It is our firm belief 
that the main questions should 
be solved by and through the 
United Nations. The decision 
of the fate of the world should 
not be left to the decision of 
only a few states but they 
should be decided tly by 
countries large and small, on 
an equal basis, and primarily 
through the U.N. 
Cha U.N. 

We no longer regard the U.N. 
only as a meeting place of cold a 
war forces or as a battlefield 
between two opposite blocs of 
states, especially as a whole 
community of new nations has 
considerably changed the set- 
up. Their presence has been 
already felt in deliberations of 
the world assembly, especially 
in questions directly connected 
with peace or contributing to 
easing tensions in the world. 
The internal setup of the 
United Nations has c ed not 
only quantitatively with the in- 
crease of its hip but 
qualitatively and substantial 
changes are slowly taking place 
which will affect the role and 
authority of this important 
organization. 


In our independent policy of 
active coexistence “we take a 


stand on various proposals and 
initiatives not according to the 
side from which they come, but 
in terms of their significance 


for the strengthening of peace” 
(Tito).

We do 
not see a way out of a danger- 
ous situation by alignment to 
one or the other side but we 
believe that “a way can be 
found in a gradval ir sgn ecu, 
of the obstacles that this 

gie brings in its wake and in 
the gradual superseding and 
eliminating of the existing 
military alliances.” (Tito) 


Ties With Japan 


In harmony with our pro 
claimed and established policy 
our relations with Japan are 
very friendly and we are doing 
our best to en these re- 
lations. Japan is well-known 
in our country, although per- 
haps not yet from all angles, 
especially regarding industrial 
and technical achievements. 
Therefore, we are trying to get 
Japanese economical circles 
further interested in economic 
cooperation. 

Our economic relations are 
increasing slowly but steadily. 
The Japanese have contracted 
for the construction of a big 
papermill in our country and 
are competing for some other 
projects. Construction machin- 
ery has aroused a great interest 
with future buyers. The par- 
ticipation of Japanese industry 
in our international fairs has 
been sought. And Yugoslavia 
will for the first time partici- 
Pair in the Tokyo International 

ir next year. The visit of 

Japanese industrial mission 
con uted greatly to a better 
understanding of our possibill- 
ties. 


Cultural Exchange 

In the cultural field we are 
preparing to send some of our 
outstanding performers next 
year, besides holding an — ex- 
change of exhibitions. This 
year we held a successful ex- 
hibition of modern graphic arts 
in Japan. Many other possibili- 
ties on both sides are still open. 

Many important visits have 
been exchanged. Among them 
was the visit of Ryotaro Azuma, 
Tokyo governor, to Belgrade 
and other towns on our invita- 
tion. The most important mis- 
sion from Yugoslavia was un- 
doubtedly the visit of our Par- 
liamentary delegation to Japan 
as guests of the Diet, which 
presented a favorable report of 
their treatment as well as about 
conditions in Japan. All these 
and many other  visits—too 
numerous to mention have con- 
tributed to a better understand- 
ing between our countries. I 
hope only that such visits will 
increase and foster friendly re- 
lations. 

May I, in conclusion, 
my gratitude for this svaetuends 
ty to convey my message and 
give my best wishes to the Ja- 
panese people for their pros- 
perity and progress.

Space Traveler 
Plastic Mittens 


WASHINGTON (AP)—When 
man travels in space, he may 
wear a plastic mitten for din- 
i he won't have to wash 
his hands. 


The space traveler will re- 
quire three of these mittens a 
day—one for each meal. He 
will need the mitten only for 
the hand with which he eats. 


These are findings in a U.S. 
Air Force study of the probable 
needs of an astronaut on a 
journey of two or three days 
in a space craft requiring him 
to wear a pressure suit. 

This would be the kind of 
craft planned for the pioneer 
man-in space project called 
Mercury. 

A more advanced space craft, 
for longer flights by more than 
one person, will be designed so 
the occupants can travel in 
shirtsleeve comfort. It will 
have different eating arrange- 


ments. 
The rt was prepared for 
the Air arch and Develop- 


ment Command. Its authors 
were Lt. Col. Albert A. Taylor, 
chief of the biomedical divi- 
sion; Beatrice Finkelstein, chief 
of food technology at the Aero- 
space Medical Laboratory, 
Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Ohio, and Dr. Robert E. 
Hayes, also of the laboratory.

The Air Foree researchers

The objective is to provide 
foods which can be almost com- 
letely absorbed by the body, 

eaving a minimum of waste. 


The basis for such a diet 
is meat, rice, eggs, sugar, small 
amounts of fruit juices, tea 
and coffee. The report said 
milk is a high residue food and 
should not be used. 

Immediately before takeoff, 
the astronauts should have a 
high carbohydrate, moderate 
protein and low fat meal, the 
report said, to increase his 
tolerance to altitudes. 

A suggested menu for such a 
meal consisted of orange sher- 
bet, frozen strawberries, and 

r cookies. 

“Alcoholic beverages should 
not be consumed during the 24- 
hour period prior to takeoff 
because of their dehydrating 
effect,” the report said.

Animal Talk | 


By ALAN ZAHN, VMD 
Training Your Dog. 
(concluded) 


For the commanc “Stay,” 
bring the dog to a “Sit” or 
“Down” position and give the 
order “Stay.” Work close to 
him at first so that you can 
correct him immediately when 
he tries to get up. Later work 
from the end of the leash and 
when he has learned what is 
wanted try laying the leash on 
the floor and keeping your foot 
on it. Eventually the leash 
may be taken off altogether. 


The last step comes after 
several weeks of careful train- 
ing when you may leave the 
room. Arrange to peek 
through a keyhole, however, so 
that if he changes his position 
you can go back and scold him. 


The command “Go.” This is 
the last command. If you wish 
your dog to leave the dining 
room or go to any particular 
part of the house, give the 
command “Go,” which should 
be accompanied by extending 
the arm and pointing in the 
direction you wish him to 
move. 


Perhaps the easiest way to 
give your dog the idea is to 
run a small cord from his 
collar to some kind of pulley 
arrangement on the opposite 
side of the room and back to 
you. At the same time you 
give the command and point to 
a spot near the pulley, you give 
a jerk on your end of the cord, 
starting him in the right direc- 
tion. This may sound a little 
complicated but actually it may 
have to be done only a few 
times if the command is taken 
up fairly late in his training. 
The greatest difficulty will be 
probably found in teaching him 
to follow the direction of the 
point.

Rising Labor Costs 
Affecting Japan 


NEW YORK (AP)—Business 
Week magazine, which circu- 
lates mainly among American 
industrialists, reported Sunday 
that “one of the major props 
that support Japan's foreign 
trade is wobbling.” 

“If it fails,” the magazine 
said, “or even gets much shak- 
ier, Japanese businessmen are 
afraid it will seriously hurt 
Japan’s competitive advantage 
in the world market. 

“Japanese Wages are going 
up. Japanese businessmen fear 
that as they rise, the country’s 
advantage over Western prod- 
ucers with high labor costs be- 
comes progressively smaller. 

“Not all observers take this 
fear ‘equally serious. Some be- 
lieve that the Japanese business- 
men’s cries over rising wages 
are actually a bargaining plot. 

“As it matures, the economy 
is moving. away from produc- 
tion of labor-intensive items to 
production of capital-intensive 
goods. It is automating. In 
this process, fewer workers turn 
out more goods. With this in- 
crease in productivity, total 
labor costs—which determine 
the Japanese competitive posi- 
tion in world markets—are ac- 
tually staying level or rising

'during the holiday season will

|Christmas time is when the de- 
‘mand for alcoholic drinks usu- 
|ally is at the peak. 


They had thought impending 
import liberalization would en- 
able them to buy more foreign 
whisky and wines, but their ex- 
pectation has turned out to be 
wishful thinking. 


In the first place, the Govern- 
ment had delayed two months 
in deciding how much of the 
nation’s precious foreign cur- 
rency should be spent on im- 
porting liquor. It was finally 
agreed on $750,000 for the first 
half of fiscal 1960 (April-Sep- 
tember). 


This amount is broken down 
to $317,000 for whisky, $66,000 
for gin, $78,000 for brandy and 
cognac, $60,000 for liqueurs, 
$42,000 for other alcoholic drinks 
and $125,000 for those for spe- 
cial uses, 


As far as whisky and brandy 
are concerned these figures are 
expected to fall short of the de- 
mand during the merrymaking 
season. 


In addition to this short sup- 
ply, October's dock strike in 
London has caused a delay in 
loading English liquor destined 
for Japan. 


To top things off illegal sup 
ply from ship chandlers has al- 
most completely stopped as a 
result of a recent police raid. 
The ship chandlers had been 
responsible for a large part of 
foreign liquor supply in Japan. 

The dealers are worried lest 
the yearend rush for drinks will 
be over by the time shipments 
reach the market. 


It is said that the short sup- 
ply is bringing up prices of im- 
ported liquor. Some of the 
well-known brands of whisky 
are said to be selling at 10 to 20 
per cent higher prices.

The liberalization of lauan in 
January touched off a stiff com- 
petition among the importers

These companies raced for 
the purchase of lauan in the 
Philippines. As a result, the 
local prices shot up, and sup- 
ply exceeded demand here. 

To make matters worse, the 
Government forbade the hoard- 
ing of lumber in ports and har- 
bors as the typhoon season ap- 
proached, 

Some distressed traders start- 
ed dumping their lauan stocks, 
and jauan prices in Japan skid- 
ded at a quick pace. 

Lauan importers are said to 
have suffered losses ranging 
from ¥50 million to ¥400 mil- 
lion. 


The situation is as 
a typical case of excessive com- 
petition which observers fear 
‘may result in the wake of the 
liberalization of trade. 


Sea Water Processing 


The Asahi Chemical Industry 
Co. recently concluded a con- 
tract with the U.S. Department 
of the Interior for the installa- 
tion of a complete unit of equip- 
ment for processing sea water 
into pure water. 

This has become possible be- 
cause of Asahi’s recent success 
in outbidding two American 
competitors in an international 
bidding conducted by the de- 
partment for the installation of 
the plant in the. city of Webster, 
S.D 


This plant will be capable of 
processing 250,000 gallons a day 
of water for drinking and in- 
dustrial pu s by means of 
the ion-exchange resin skin 
process. 

The successful bidder, whose 
tender bore the figure of $482,- 
200, has been deluged with in- 
quiries for the construction of 
similar plants from such coun- 
tries as Argentina, the Nether- 
lands, Israel and Kuwait where 
pure water is scarce.

“A lifetime of malnutrition 
and actual hunger is the lot of 
at least two-thirds of mankind,” 
as a result of population 
growth. 

Clark’s theory is that popula- 
tion pressure is a good thing. 

“Japan,” he said in Fortune, 
“deserves great credit for 
having been able to increase 
the production of its own 
agriculture and fisheries—quite 
apart from the food that it 
could import in exchange for 
industrial products—faster than 
the rate of growth of popula- 
tion. As a result, each suceed- 
ing generation of Japanese has 
been better fed. (These facts, 
so contrary to what is general- 
ly believed are available in 
writings on Japanese agricul- 
tural statistics for all who care 
to consult them.)” 

Submitted was a chart show- 
ing that in 73 years when 
Japan’s population was increds- 
ing by 134 per cent “food sup- 
plies jumped by 300 per cent 
and the net national product by 
780 per cent.” Clark’s point 
was that “every Japanese gene- 
ration has been much larger and 
has lived better than the preced- 
ing one.” 

Population pressure, Clark 
said, also spurred forward the 
16th century Dutch to a “suc- 
cessful war against Spain, the 
greatest maritime power of that 
time, becoming the world’s 
greatest maritime, commercial 
and colonizing power, ranging 
the world to found New York, 
Cape Town and Djakarta, im- 
porting most of their food sup- 
plies from shipping and com- 
merce.” 

He said the 18th century Brit- 
ish learned lessons “of tremen- 
dous value” from population 
pressure, and contended: “India 
is now having to face the chal- 
lenge successfully faced in the 
past by Britain and Japan. 
There is no need for pessimism; 
if the Indian rice grower ob- 
tained the same yield per acre 
as the Japanese, he could feed 
nearly four times as many peo- 
ple as he does now. Popula- 
tion pressure is probably the 
only force strong enough to 
overcome the intense conserva- 
tism of the Indian i.” 

Clark claimed that popula- 
tion limitation “has been a fre- 
quent and potent cause of claims 
by the state to regulate econo- 
mic life. 

And he said that peoples “who 
courageously and intelligently 
face the challenge of popula- 
tion increase, will be rewarded 
by economic and political pro- 
gress to an extend beyond any 
limits that we can now foresee.”

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NATO and Nuclear Power 


The proposal to make the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization a nuclear power with its members sharing 
control of nuclear weapons has evoked strong criticism 


from Moscow. 


It appears to have originated with General 


Norstad, who is the supreme Allied commander in Europe, 
and. was endorsed by speakers at the NATO parliamen- 
tarians conference in Paris as a desirable supplement to 
conventional defense forces in Western Europe. 


Hailed as a “nuclear fire 


brigade,” the plan proposes 


to create a force armed with the latest nuclear weapons 
able to strike in any direction at shortest possible notice 
if an emergency should arise, such as a sudden attack 


from the Communist bloc. 


It would *have, in addition 


to its distant striking power, the capacity to afford protec- 
tion to outlying areas of NATO's defensive zone which at 


present they do not feel they 


have. Thus the Norwegian 


deputy, Mr. Henrik Svensen, pointed out that Allied troops 
were not stationed on Norwegian territory as long as 


Norway was not menaced by 


attack. “Against this back- 


ground,” he said, “it is more than necessary for us that 
a NATO fire brigade should be established. It could act as 


a support for our own forces

and nuclear weapons.” 


But in making these remarks, the Russians appear to 
forget that this plan, and every other plan conceived by 
NATO, is of a purely defensive character. 


Moscow refuses to recognize that the only possible 
aggressor is itself and that the NATO nations are only 
concerned with defending themselves against aggression 
emanating from the Communist bloc. Obviously, if that 
bloc, iinder the direction of Moscow, launched an attack 
upon Western Europe, NATO would seek to strike back 
without delay with the least possible amount of consultation 
with individual governments. Any consultation, if pro- 
longed, would have serious consequences; for, with modern 
weapons and their use in war, time is a paramount factor. 
It is the realization of this that has led General Norstad 
to make his proposal and the NATO parliamentarians to 


appreciate its significance. 


If Soviet Russia is anxious to avert nuclear war, it 


has only to reject all ideas of armed 


aggression against 


other nations and persuade its satellites to do likewise. 


This NATO nuclear plan is, 


of course, only a suggestion 


‘ at present. As U.S. Senator Fulbright remarked, it is 
still in the discussion stage “and not beyond it.” 


The matter will need the 


careful consideration of the 


American Government. Nuclear weapons for NATO would 
have to come in large part from the United States and 
present American law imposes rigid restrictions on the 
release of such weapons to other than American forces. 


The parliamentary conferees 


in Paris asked that NATO 


be granted political control of nuclear arms and delivery 


systems. 


At present the practical control of such weapons in 
the alliance rests with the United States. The changeover 
would perhaps be regarded in America as so drastic as 


to arouse opposition. 


Mr. Paul-Henri Spaak, the NATO 


secretary general, however, has ventured the belief that 
the new Administration in the United States might have 
some atomic proposals to make to NATO. Mr. Spaak 
emphasizes that the Communist menace has not diminished. 
“On the contrary,” he says, “it has changed its character. 


Once European, it has now 


it is no longer just a military and political danger. 


become African and Asian. 
It 


has become an economic danger, and in consequence a 


social danger.” 
With the latter statement 


by Mr. Spaak, it is easy to 


agree, but it is with the military situation that NATO 
is most concerned. Is General Norstad’s proposal essential 


to adequate defense in case of a possible attack? 


If the 


general opinion is in the affirmative, the -member nations 
eannot be blamed for adopting it, although we are afraid 
that its adoption may complicate still further the question 


of eventual disarmament. 


Tt looks, however, as if nuclear arms are gradually 
taking the place of conventional weapons in military 


thinking. The Russians are 


declaring that the creation 


of a NATO nuclear striking force along the lines suggested 
will enlarge the number of countries possessing nuclear 
weapons and that many governments when given nuclear 
arms would soon be able to discover the secrets of their 
manufacture and would be able to produce them for them- 
selves. Our own opinion on this point is that it is futile 
to suppose that the manufacture of nuclear weapons can 


he kept a close secret for a 


chosen few. Whatever the 


consequences, we anticipate that in the not too distant 
future, this “secret” will become the property of all nations. 

In the meantime, we profoundly regret the necessity 
for nations to be so preoccupied with questions of defense, 
but the cause of this preoccupation is abundantly manifest 
it is Communist pressure upon free peoples, a pressure 
which they fear may at anytime take on a military character.

‘ASHINGTON — President- 
elect Kennedy has gone far

Dwight D. Eisenhower, upon 
his election, brusquely excluded 
Harry S. Truman from any sort 
of role in world affairs. Indeed, 
the principal weakness of the 
retiring administration has not 
lain in Eisenhower's alleged 
“softness” as a party leader, 
so far as foreign policy is 
concerned, It has lain, instead, 


Kennedy’s Action 


Cooperation With Nixon for Nat’l Unity 


in his curious “hardness,” in 
this area, toward Democrats 
who could and would have help- 
ed him had he allowed it. 

What Kennedy has done is 
to bring Nixon into a genuine 
advisory relationship in world

section but a slowly rising 
cloud of exhaust fumes and 
rubber smoke. 

This problem is not exclusive- 
ly Japan's. Drivers are of the 
same breed no matter where 
you find them, always eager to 
bend the law by as much as 
they think they can get away 
with. One solution to this situ- 
ation is stricter enforcement, 
but another and easier way is 
to remove temptation. 


Many cities in the U.S. have 
solved the problem of light- 
jumping creep by 
metal guards on their traffic 
signals, These guards consist 
of metal tubes, six inches to 
one foot long, which extend 
out toward traffic from each 
light on the signal post. 

While the tubes do not re- 
strict drivers in the lanes 
which they face from seeing 
the signals, they do prevent 
drivers in the cross-street lanes 
from seeing the other lane’s 
amber signal. Thus the stop- 
ped drivers are forced to re- 
main stationary until the signal 
facing them actually turns 
green. 

This is a simple and inexpen- 
sive measure which would go 
a long way toward preventing 
Tokyo’s multiple-car intersec-

Educational Expenses 
The Education Ministry has 


' made public a report on educa- 


tional expenditures used by 
various local governments to 
educate public school students 
in 1959.

They overlooked that 
Kennedy is a political profes- 
sional, not an emotional 
amateur. 


He is fully aware that par- 
tisanship, the division of the 
sheep from the goats, is for 
campaign purposes, whereas 
your problem, once elected, is 
to be able to govern—govern 
all the nation and not just its 
Democratic half. 

The second and persistent 
mi derstanding of this enter- 
prise comes from another group 
preoccupied with another 
groundiess fear. This is that 
a symbolic ali-national front 
(on foreign policy alone) made 
possible by a Kennedy-Nixon 
cooperation is somehow a plot 
to smother and “silence” Nixon 
in the political embrace of his 
enemies. 


One group, in short, is un- 
conquerably little-minded—and 
far more shrilly partisan than 
are the true and professional 
Democratic partisans. The 
other group is unconquerably 
melodramatic—and far more 
afraid for Nixon's future than 
he is afraid for his own.

Again in 
many tales, they are the 
masters of ponds and Trivers, 
and the protector of fish. 


Fishermen of the seaside vil- 
lages of Izumo province wor- 
ship the sea-serpent caught on 
the beach as the messenger of 
the sea god. The people of the 
Takata district in Niigata used 
to judge the weather by the 
snake they caught in the 
mountain on the “mi” or snake 
day of April. 

Snakes also take the form of 
men or women and often 
marry humans in many popular 
folktales. The snake-women’'s 
love for their children in their 
marriage with humar-husbands, 
even at their own sacrifice, is 
told in many stories. 


Whatever virtue or power 
might be attributed to these 
creatures, they are worshiped 
for their mysterious power. 
Furthermore it is customary in 
many regions to offer toy 
snakes made by twisting straws 
to local shrines on _ their 
festivais. 


White snakes are regarded 
the most sacred kind. To find 
one, or even to have a glimpse 
of it has been regarded as a 
good luck sign. The white 
snake is beautiful, as it is shin- 
ing white with ruby-like eyes. 
They are found particularly in 
the mountains of the San-in dis- 
trict and Shikoku. Of course 
they are occasionally seen in 
other parts. 


The white snakes of Iwakuni 
district, Yamaguchi Prefecture, 
are specially famous. Desig- 
nated as a natural treasure, 
they are protected by law.

NEW YORK (UPI)—President 
Charies de Gaulle’s announce- 
ment that a referendum on 
Algeria will be held in January 
is a move “to forestall mount- 
ing opposition to his effort to 
solve the Algerian problem 
through self-cetermination,” the 
New York Times said. 


“The exact form in which his 
plan will be presented to the 
voters is still to be determin- 
ed,” the paper continued, “but 
according to present indications 
it is likely to be boiled down to 
two questions. One will ask 
the voters to approve a new pro- 
visional administration for A\l- 
geria, separate from that of 
‘Metropolitan’ France. This 
would provide a transitional re- 
gime in which all Algerians, 
especially the Moslems and even 
the rebels, may participate. The 
second still problematical ques- 
tion may ask the voters to 
choose among the three alter- 
natives previously offered by 
President De Gaulle, any one of 
them to be put into effect after 
peace has been restored. These 
alternatives are: complete in- 
tegration with France as a pro- 
vince, autonomy in association 
with France, or complete in- 
dependence. 


“With these measures and 4n- 
nouncements President De 
Gaulle has crossed the. Rubicon. 
He has done so in the face of 
violent opposition by right- 
wingers and certain elements in 
the army who put him in power 
but now fear that his plan 
means the end of ‘French Alge- 
ria.” He has also thrown down 
a challenge to Algerian rebels 
and their ‘provisional govern- 
ment,’ who clamor for indepen- 
dence, to demonstrate that they 
really represent the majority of 
the Algerian people and are 
supported by ballots and not 
just - Cc -_" 2 - | bul- 
lets. 


“At the same time, President 
De Gaulle’s program as reveal- 
ed thus far still leaves open 
two questions which should be 
clarified. One is whether the 
results of the referendum will 
apply to Algeria as an ‘entity, 
or whether each of the ethni- 
cally diverse regions may choose 
its own solution, which would 
mean partition. The other is 
proper supervision of the re- 
ferendum to avert any suspicion 
that it was dominated by the 
French army. These are basic 
questions on which the rebels 
are entitled to unequivocal ans- 
wers. The right answers would 
also go far to satisfy the United 
Nations, which still has the 
Algerian problem before it.” 


U.N. Upkeep Costs 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Hevald Tribune was crit- 
cal of the Soviet bioc’s reneging 
on paying its share for the up- 
keep of the United Nations. 

The paper said: “For four 
years the Soviet Union and its 
satellites have refused to pay 
their share of the $20 million 
annual cost cf policing the Gaza 
strip. Now they refuse to share 
the cust of the U.N.’s Congo 
operation, accusing the U.N. of 
a ‘dirty’ role there. 


“For a uation that boasts its 
industrial might, the Soviet 
Union pays only a _ piddling 
share of U.N. costs at best. 

“Mr.. Hammarskjold warns 
that unless the U.N. gets the 
money to pay its bills, it might 
have to fold its Congo tents and 
go home. This, of course, will 
not be allowed to happen; the 
money wWill come from some- 
where. But each taxpayer of 
each country that kicks in the 
extra funds ought to be told 
clearly that he is paying a bill 
on which the Soviet Union and 
its satellites reneged. And the 
U.N. might consider amending 
its Charter so that voting rights 
in the Assembly can more easi- 
ly be denied to a member in de- 
liberate cefault on its assess- 
ments. The Soviets have thumb- 
ed their noses at the U.N. long 
enough.” 

The New York Times voiced 
similar criticism of the Com- 
munist states, but also mention- 
ed the Arab nations for not pay- 
ing their share for the U.N. 
force in the Gaza strip. 

“Peace and security, as sought 
by the U.N. are clearly ex- 
pensive,” the paper said. 
“Peace and security, as sought 


by national armaments, are in- 
finitely more expensive. | 


“So far as starving the U.N, 
is a part.of Communist or Mid- 
Eastern politics, or anybody's 
politics under whatever flag, 
there may be no sense in argu- 
ing about it. But the disecrep- 
ancy between what.the great 
powers and the wealthier smal 
ler nations could afford to 
spend through the U.N. for 
peace and what they actually 
do spend is tragic. 


Japanese Election 


WASHINGTON (UPTI)—The 
Evening Star said the Liberal- 
Democratic Government in Ja- 
pan now had greater pariia- 
mentary strength than ever be- 
fore, “and that promises to give 
Japan a new degree of stability 


in domestic and foreign 
fairs.” 
“Japan's election returns 


serve to repudiate the Commi- 
nist-led riots that forced Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to cancel his 
projected visit to Tokyo last 
spring. More than that, they 
serve as reassuring evidence 
that ‘neutralism’ is still very 
much in the minority there and 
that the new Security Treaty 
between our two countries has 
strong popular support.” 


U.S.-German Talks 


FRANKFURT (UPI) — West 
German newspapers expressed 
concern over the failure of 
AmericanGerman financial 
negotiations in Bonn. 


‘The Frankfurter Allgemeine 
Zeitung said: “The three-day 
German-American financial dis- 
cussions have been broken off 
without results. We regret this 
—the poor preparation and the 
ae without understand- 
ng.” 

“In German-American rela- 
tions we wish always for the 
highest measure of understand- 
ing,” it continued, “but that na- 
turally cannot mean that the 
one who finds himself in the 
weaker position politically 
must give in, regardiess of 
what economic reason dictates.” 
' The Frankfurt Neue Presse 
said many of the points pre- 
sented by the Americans would 
have explosive results in next 
autumn’s German elections, 


However, it added, “it cannot 
be expected that the Americans 
will allow Bonn a breathing 
space until the autumn of next 
year. This means that the Ger- 
man people must be told more 
clearly than ever that freedom 


is costly.” ‘ 
The Suddeutsche Zeitung, one 
of South Germany's largest 


papers, and one which often op- 
poses Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer, said: 


“Tt can't be kept a secret that 
the massiveness of the demands 
presented by Treasury Secre 
tary Anderson were a shock for 
the German side that could lead 
to the most serious strains on 
relations with the United States 
since the formation of the 
Federal Republic., 


“To ask two-and-a-half mil- 
lion marks stationing costs on 
the grounds that the Federal 
Republic is a rich land and that 
the troops are on its territory— 
that is an unacceptable and in 
this form an _  undiscussable 


demand.” 
U.N. Nuclear Force 
LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 


The Manchester Guardian sub- 
mitted there was much to be 
said for the suggestion by Gen. 
Norstad, NATO supreme com- 
mander, that a NATO nuclear 
force should be set up. 


The paper commented: “And 
he is conscious of the need to 
let as many nations as practic- 
able share in the control of nu- 
clear weapons in Europe. 


“But he has thrown into pro- 
minence the perilous depend- 
ence of his forces on these weap- 
ons. ' 


“Against all but minor in- 
cidents his troops by their pres- 
ent strategy would have to use 
nuclear weapons. 

“General Norstad himself 
should not be criticized for hav- 
ing saii these things. 

“Blame should go to the coun- 
cil and the individual govern- 
ments.
